A 
trip to Mexico from the 
United States Is almost as easy 
and as comfortable as going from 
one state to another and you have 
but little trouble at the border. 
It takes perhaps an hour to get 
¡all necessary papers and your bag­ 
gage inspected. 


The most Im portant papers to 
take along Is the certificate of 
title to your car and some card 
of identification, such as a birth 
certificate or driver s license. 


The moment you cross the border 
you feel the difference- new races, 
new languages, new customs, new 
rythm. new religion— you hardly i 
see a church in Mexico other than 
the Catholic, and they are all 
open every day of the week. 


It is nothing to meet from 1ft 
to 20 women walking along the 
highway with great stacks of fire 
wood tied on their backs. Even 
small children come down
